MIssRadcllffe Sava the State Insti­ 


tution Is Conducted on Extra- 


vafcant Principles. 


Adrian, Jan. 15,—Miss Minnie Oster- 
haut, manager of the Croswell cottage 
at the Industrial home for nine years, 
and Miss Radcliffe, a teacher, were 
asked to resign last Saturday. Refus- 
ng, they were discharged by the board. 


Mies Radcliffe makes serious charges 
as to the management of the school: 
First, cruel treatment in punishment 
of girls, Instancing fifty-three strokes 
with rubber tubing in one case, across 
the back and shoulders, and other cases. 


Another charge is that girls are put 
nto a “reftection-room” in Clark cot­ 
tage, too small for cot or chair, and 
compelled to sleep on a matress. One 
girl. Miss Radcliffe alleges, was kept 
two weeks until otlicers effected her re­ 
moval. 


Irregularity of attendance at the 
school is charged. Out of forty-live in­ 
mates of the Croswell cottage, twenty 
to twenty-iive are continually out of 
school. 
The superintendent claims 
there are no adequate school facilities. 


One girl named Bellamy, it is al- 
eged, was kept out of school two years 
though her only known offense was 
stealing bacon. 


Miss liadcllffe also makes sweeping 
charges of extravagance in expendi­ 
tures, but the principal charge is the 
admission of girls to the home contrary 
to law. The law provides that no girl 
suffering from certain diseases shall be 
admitted under any circumstances. 


Four such girls were admitted in 
uly and August, says Miss Radcliffe. 
!he home physician reported them at 
the .time. One, after three weeks, was 
returnea to Benton Harbor, the other 
three were isolated in Croswell cottage 
or three months. 


The Croswell officers then complain­ 
ed *and the board caused an e.xamina- 
tion by Home Physician Fuller and 
>. Stephenson, who reported that 
there was no further danger of contag- 
on, all outward signs of the disease 
having disappeared. 


Later the two otlicers again request­ 
ed the removal of the two girls; in fact, 
demanded it. The beard then resent­ 
ed the interference and asked for their 
resignations. 


Miss Radcliffe resides in Benton Har­ 
bor; Miss Osterhaut in Port Huron. 
The latter is one of the oldest in the 
scryice of the institution, having been 
there several vears before »Superinten­ 
dent Sickles came. 


The above charges are culled from a 
written statement by Miss Radclitte 
and are substantiated by Miss Oster- 
laut. 


[Miss Dora Radclitfe is a graduate of 
the Benton Harbor High school and has 
made an «eminent success in the study 
of the law. Before It is all over the 
managers of the schools may wish they 
had kept hands otl'.]

Secretary Wilson Thinks He Has Dis­ 
covered a Surs Cure. 


Washington dispatch to the Chicago 
Record: Nothing that has occurred 
since he became secretary of agricul­ 
ture has given Prof. Wilson halt as 
much gratification as the results of the 
experiments that have been going on 
under his direction in Iowa and Ne­ 
braska during the last few months In 
the treatment of hog cholera by innocu- 
ation, for he thinks the discoveries 
that have thus been developed are 
worth $100,000,000 a year to the people 
of the United States. He is not quite 
ready to give out the reports, but they 
will be arranged for publication in a 
tew days. Until then It is sufficient to 
say that the experiments have been 
eminently successful and justify the be­ 
lief that the disease which has carried 
otT so many swine in past years and has 
cost the farmers of the country so many 
millions of dollars can not only be 
cured, but prevented at a trilling ex 
penditure of money and labor. 


'^he experiments were undertaken in 
Pa'g^e county, Iowa, last spring, where 
sevot'al hundred hogs that were atlllcted 
withV disease that has until now been 
considered fatal, were cured by the use 
of serum, and several hundred more 
that were perfectly healthy when pro­ 
tected py the serum were permitted to 
range ^eely among those that were dis­ 
eased without showing any effects from 
the com agion. lOighty-tive per cent of 
the sick were cured and the healthy 
Srotected. Similar experiments have 
een going on In Nebraska ail summer 
but th^etailed reports have not been 
eifed. The serum Is obtained in 
the same manner as the anti-toxin that 
Is used for diphtheria. A horse or a 
cow is innoculated with the germs day 
after day until no effect is apparent. 
Its veins are then tapped, a few drops 
of its blood injected under the skin of 
healthy bogs has the same effect as a 
reventive of cholera tU»t vaccination 
as in small pox. There was scarcely 
a failure in several hundred cases, al­ 
though the animals were exposed to the 
disease in every possible manner. The 
same treatment was equally successful 
in curing the disease when taken in the 
early stages^______

He said 
that such an effort was entire un-Amer­ 
ican and unpatriotic, and should not 
for a moment receive the comrideration 
of fair-minded men.

POPE WOULD WELOOME A BEPUBUO 


to It Appears from 1!Vhat It Is BelloTed It 
a Bovolntion of the Mind of Cardinal 
Rampolla—HInt of Trouble for the Mon- 
ar«hy—Blthor tho Pope or the King Mail 
Ch>->Japan Preparing for Troable with 
France Orer Hal Man* 
London, Jan. 15.—The Rome corre­ 
spondent of The Dally Chronicle in a 
startling statem ent this morning quotes 
largely from an article In Civiltà Catto­ 
lica, which he declares Is dlreetly in­ 
spired by the Vatican and the pope, ad­ 
vocating as the solution of the eternal 
question between the Vatican and the 
Qulrlnal the establishment of an Italian 
republic. 
The article, which Is based 
on the pope’s Christmas allocution, de­ 
clares that the thing which stands op­ 
posed to papal Independence is not Ital­ 
ian unity, but "the special and concrete 
form wherein that unity Is at present 
maintained with results much more dis­ 
astrous to the state than to the holy 
see.” It proceeds to assert th at the co­ 
existence of the Vatican and the Italian 
monarchy Is Impossible and th at one or 
the other must go. It then suggests the 
constitutions of Switzerland and Amer­ 
ica aa examples of ’^admirable and glor­ 
ious oonstltutions; true union of nation 
and state, though differing from that of 
Italy, which has produced nothing but 
weakness, misery and starvation.” 
Revelation of Vatican Policy. 


The article concludes: ‘‘W ithout the 
aid of foreign bayonets the true Italy 
will find for Itself Its own way and will 
rise again, let us hope, from the Igno­ 
miny In which It now lies prostrate to 
true greatness.** Ttìe Dally Chronicle's 
correspondent asserts that this Is “an 
Intentional 
revelation to the outer 
world of the policy actuating the inner 
mind of Cardinal Rampolla” [papal sec« 
retary of Mate]. 
He adds: "Probably 
there would be no truth in the supposi­ 
tion that either Cardinal Rampolla or 
the pope has any idea of even a tem ­ 
porary alliance with the republican par­ 
ty; but yet they believe that while 
peace wKh the king Is Impossible it 
m ight be possible with a republic. The 
reason for the appearance of this as­ 
tounding pronouncement at the present 
moment is the belief that not only the 
minlHtry 
but the 
dynasty 
Itself 
Is 
menaced more seriously than usual.*' 


JAPAN IS GROWING VNEASY. 


Dorsn’t Like French Detnand» an to Hal 
Nun—Spanliili Cabinet Couuclh 


London, Jan. 15.—A special dispatch 
from Shanghai says it is reported there 
that the French demands as to Hal- 
Nan 
have 
created 
general 
uneasi­ 
ness in Japan. Admiral Yang Yu has 
been ordered to assume personal com­ 
mand of the Wo-Sung forts. The Yu- 
Kun-Yish is establishing conscription 
in certain districts of Yangste, Wu Hu 
and Tao Tai, and has called on all 
able-bodied men liable to service. 
Lu 
Yang is reported to be raising a large 
force in Kwang Tung, while he is also 
entrusted 
with the command of the 
southern squadron. It is rumored that 
Japan will send a squadron south on 
account of the French threatening Hal 
Nan. 


London, Jan. 15.—The Madrid corre­ 
spondent of The Daily Mail says: 
"It 
was pointed out at the cabinet coun­ 
cil yesterday that the members of the 
new Cuban government had strongly 
protested against the attacks made by 
the Havana 
papers on the Spanish 
army. 
The cabinet roHolved that the 
disorders in Havana should not alFect 
the recent reforms. Strict military dl.s- 
cipline will be enforced both here and 
abroad, and if necessary measures will 
be submitted to the cortes for reform­ 
ing the army laws. 


Senor Moret, the minister for the col­ 
onies, announced that General Blanco, 
the governor of Cuba, had offered an­ 
other £4,000 for the relief of peasants 
concentrated 
at numerous 
fortlfled 
places. The general situation in Cuba, 
he said, was improving in consequence 
of resumption of work. 
The council 
decided to constitute a commission con­ 
sisting of Senor Groizard. m inister of 
justice; General Correa, m inister of 
war, and Admiral Bermejo, minister of 
marine, charged to prepare for sub 
mission to the cortes a project for the 
reform of legislation dealing with news- 
»aner offenses against the army.

Iodine M • Detective. 


Aaather use has been fouud for the 
vapor of iodiue. This i.s tho discovery of 
alterations in innnuscripts. ProfcRsor 
Bruylats of Louvain, tho discoverer uf 
the process, noticed that when a shnet 
of papor which had bceu sized and tin- 
ished was moisteued and, after being 
thoroughly dried, exposed to tho vapor 
of iodiue the part which had bei'u 
moistened becaiuo violet, while tho uu- 
moisreued portion became brownish yel­ 
low. 


It appears that \vhen a mnnuscript 
has been altered both the nature aud 
extent of the alteration can bo deter­ 
mined by the use of iodine vapor. Those 
parts which have been rubbed become 
brownish on exposure, aud when the 
rubbed port is subseiiuoutly moistened 
it becomes blue, the depth of tho color 
depeuding ou tho leugth of time that 
the exposure hud been allowed to pro- 
oeed. 


Tho process is believed to bo duo en­ 
tirely to the well known fact that when 
iodine is put on starch tho starch be­ 
comes blue, and tho differenco in tho 
tint is dependent ou tho fact that a per- 
tiou of the starch which is vontuined in 
the size has been removed in the process 
of the alteration of tho manusoript. 


Oddly enough, the samo process will 
reveal the extent of pencil marks which 
havo been erased by rubbing. Tho iodiue 
vapor brings out the lines which have 
been traced by the pencil point disturb­ 
ing the surface of paper, even thouKU 
the rubbing has been so carefully douo 
that it has not removal any of the sur­ 
face of the paper itself.—Pearson’s 
Weekly.
